There is danger that the proposed 


extension of the Nevada, California & 
-Oregon Railway from 
Medellne to 


Lakeview, Oregon, planned to begin 
this spring, will not be carried to com- 
pletion for some time to come at least. 
The fact of the matter Is, Koran Bros., 
New York's leading bankers and own- 
ers of the road that runs to the north- 
ern country from Reno, are disheart- 
ened. 


The Morans came to Nevada ,bullt 


their road, paid for right of way and 
all other expenses without calling In 
any way upon the people for subsidies 
or other inducements. Their road op- 
ened up a rich and undeveloped coun- 
try and has been an Important factor 
In the development of this city. Despite 
this, the fact must be admitted the 
men who have Invested their capital 
In the State have not been accorded 
encouragement commensurate with tho 
good work they are doing. 


As soon as T. F. Dunaway, the pres- 


ent manager of the company was 
placed In charge of the company's in- 
terests, he started a campaign of ad- 
vancement; everything tending to de- 
veop the northern country received 
his encouragement, but despite this 
innumerable stumbling blocks 
were 


placed in his path. 
He has succeeded 


admirably and though never compalin-, 
ing. it la a fact nevertheless that the 
company IP not receiving the encour- 
agement it deserves. Petty complaints 
and minor injuries are made the cause 
of expensive damage suits and though 
some perhaps are just, there Is llttlo 
doubt but many are prompted with the 
one view of mulcting the company. 
Losing several of these suits has in no 
small way tended to cause the' feeling 
of discouragement to come over the 
owners of the road. 


However, there is a chance to have 


the line extended. 
It is to Reno's in- 


terests -as well as the entire State to 
have the project carried to comple- 
tion. 
When the news that the work 


will probably be abandoned became 
public yesterday The Journal manage- 
ment at once dispatched a representa- 
tive to Mr. Runaway's office to flnd 
the cause of this serious mishap to the 
city's future.

used within a reasonable time after Issuance Is barred 
by the statute of limitations. The case arose out of th« 
sale of a ticket by the Southern Pacific on April 29, 1888. 
The ticket was a trip from Houston to San Antonla. The 
man who bought It died without using It, Fifteen years 
later It was sold, and late In 18W It was offered to a South- 
ern Pacific conductor. The latter refused to accept It, and 
the man refusing to pay the fare, was ejected. There was 
nothing Irregular In the ticket or In Its purpose or trans- 
fer. 
In deciding against the man In his damage suit for 


ejectment, the court holds that "It was never contemplated 
that the ticket should be held for nearly half an average 
lifetime before It was presented for the purpose for which 
it was urchased. The ticket held by tbe appellant could 
not occupy any better position as to the statute of limi- 
tation than a promissory note payable on demand."

for there can be no competition when uniformity Is en- 
forced by government. It means that there will be no use 
for cities to seek advantages or to keep their eyes open to 
extend their trade territory opportunities. Because under 
the arbitrary system proposed every city would be con- 
fined to its own little garden plot of trade territory and 


1 there would be no chance of extending It. 


The country does realise the tremendous seriousness 


ci the question and It Is oecause of the tremendous tax 
levied upon the country by the railroads that the- question 
has become tremendously serious. President Hughltt Is 
trying to scare the people by threatentlng to withhold Im- 
provements, extensions, etc.. but the people know it Is not 
necssnry to pay dividends on watered stock In order 
tc secure the necessary railroad facilities. 


President Hughltt also brings out another point, vis., 


that competition will be done away with when uniformity 
In rates is enforced. This also will fail to terrify, because 
the railroads now agree upon rates and stifle competition 
and the people would prefer a uniformly low rate, fixed 
by a commission, to a uniformly low rate, fixed by a com- 
bination between the railroads. 


His suggestion that cities will not be able to extend 


trade territory under government regulation, la an ad- 
mission that under the present system cities have enter- 
ed Into collusion with railroads to secure more favorable 
rates than other cities similarly situated. 


In this way railroads have been able to build up one 


city and tear down another and their course In this respect 
has sometimes been determined by the pecuniary Interest 
which the managers have had in the favored city. 


The press dispatch which reports President Hughitfs 


Interview says that the committee was divided, a major- 
I'y favoring President Roosevelt's recommendation. It Is 
not to be expected that the railroads will quietly submit 
in the curtailment of their, at present, unlimited power 
over traffic, but their opposition, If successful, will only 
hasten the consideration of the question of public owner- 
i>hlp.—The Commoner.

THE DITCH MAY 


BE ABOLISHED 


Government Takes a Hand in Putting 


an End to Reign of Crime and 


Lawlessness Along Line 


of Government Work 


JOLLY TOR 


Owing to the numerous crimes that 


have been committed at Derby and 
other points along the government ca- 
nal in Churchill and Washoe counties 
the United States has determined to 
abolish all saloons from the vicinity of 
the canal if it Is possible, as the cause 
of the crimes are laid at the doom of 
the many saloons anA dives stretched 
along the length of the great ditch. 


In order to prohibit the sale of liquor 


along the canal it will be necessary 
for the Nevada Legislature to pass a 
bill, making It a misdemeanor to sell 
liquor within a certain distance of the 
water way. 


As the result of orders sent him by 


the United States government, £Tnited 
States District Attorney Summertfeld 
yesterday drew up the bill, which will 
be introduced in the Legislature this 
week to prohibit the sale of Intoxicat- 
ing liquors within a radius of five miles 
of any camp where twenty-five or more 
men are employed In constructing any 
ditch, railroad, reservoir or other pub- 
lic works in the State of Nevada. 


This law will not prohibit the sale 


of liquors within the limits of a cor- 
porate town or city or In any saloon, 
which has had a license six months 
prior to the beginning of the construc- 
tion work. 


Following Is the bill drawn by Attor- 


ney Sumtnerfleld and which will be In- 
troduced some time this week: 


An Act restricting the sale of liquor 


in certain localities and providing pen- 
alties for violations of this Act. 


The people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in the Senate and Assem- 
bly to enact as follows: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful to 


grant a license to any person, per- 
sons, firm,, or corporation to sell, bar- 
ter, or exchange, or otherwise dispose 
of any malt, spirituous, vinous, or oth- 
er Intoxicating liquors in less quanti- 
ties than five gallons, within five miles 
of any camp or assemblage of men en- 
gaged In the construction or repair of 
nny railroad, canal, ditch, reservoir, 
public work, or other kindred enter- 
prise, where twenty-five or more men 
are employed. 


Sec. 
2. Any person who shall sell, 


barter, exchange, or offer for sale, bar- 
ter, exchange, or who shall otherwise 


dispose of any malt, spirituous, vinous, 
or Intoxicating liquor in less quanti- 
ties than five gallons within five miles 
of any camp or assemblage of twenty- 
five or more men engaged in the con- 
struction or the tepalr of any railroad, 
canal, ditch, reservoir, public work, or 
other kindred enterprise, 
shall 
be 


deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined 
In a sum not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than three hundred 
dollars for each offense, and in de- , 
fault of the payment of said fine shall, 
be Imprisoned in the county Jail for( 
a period not less than fifty days nor | 
more than one hundred days, and in the 
discretion of th6 court may be pun- | 
Ished by both such fine and Imprison- | 
ment, and any attempt to avoid the 
provision of this Act by giving or dis- 
posing of any such liquor to any per- 
son on the pretense or for the reason 
that such person has purchased or de- 
signs, or is expecting to purchase some 
other articles, shall be deemed a sale 
within the provisions of this Act; pro- 
vided, that nothing contained in this 
section shall apply to fales of liquor 
made under a license 
Issued by any 


Incorporated town or city nor to sales 
at saloons or other places at which 
such liquors are sold or disposed out- 
side of the corporation limits of cities 
or towns, where such saloons have 
been established and licensed for six 
months Immediately prior to the be- 
ginning of such construction or repair 
work within said five-mile limit. 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the 


Board of County Commissioners 
to 


forthwith revoke all existing licenses for 
selling liquor within their respective 
counties within such five-mile limit 
where the saloons at which such li- 
quors are sold were not established 
at least six months Immediately prior 
to the commencement of said construc- 
tion or repair work. 


Sec. 4. Justices of the 
Peace 
In 


their respective townships 
or pre- 


cincts shall have Jurisdiction to ori- 
ginally hear and determine all cases 
arising under the provisions of this 
Act. 


This Act shall take effect upon its 


passage and approval.

Owing to queer stories current about 


the yacht, difficulty had been experi- 
enced In getting a full crew, and on 
arrival at Buda-Pesth several men der 
serted. Two days later a dinner party 
was held on board. A numbef «f 
Idlers, attracted by the yacht's trade 
association, were loitering on the quay, 
when suddenly a frantic scream was 
heard, and a beautiful young girl, in 
evening dress, but without her cloak, 
rushed out of the companion way and 
dashed along the gangway to land.The 
excited crowd attempted to stop her, 
and ask what was the matter, but with" 
the mysterious words, "The facet the 
face!" she tore herself away and rush- 
ed down the road. 


Next morning rurppr spread rapidly 


that the electric Tamp In the yacht's 
saloon-had gone out during the din* 
ner. and that a hideously gashed head, 
livid and streaming with blood, had 
stared down at the company through 
a blue mist on the .after bulkhead. ."It 
Is Draga's ghost," said the supersti- 
tious. 


On the following day the crew de- 


serted in a body. The river authori- 
ties ordered a guard to be set on 
board. Difficulty was experienced m 
getting anyone to spend the night on 
the haunted yacht, but at last an old 
waterman named Blrnbaum, was inr 
duced to go on board. 


At daybreak he was hailed from the 


deck by the man who had come to re- 
lieve him. No answer was received. 
The relief, being frightened, ran ashore 
and refused to go near the yacht. 


An hour later three policemen, each 


trying nervously to keep at the tall of 
the procession, went on board-;.the 
yacht, and proceeded down the com- 
panion ladder. In the saloon, lying on 
his back, and In a swoon, in which he 
had apparently been for several hours, 
was the watchman. On his face was a 
look of Inexpressible horror.
